rPHERE are grave warnings’these days against in- 
■*" dation, but this reference is to the diminishing 
value of the dollar in respect to what it can buy. j ur 
Steps should be taken against an equally serious - n ( 
menace, the too-much-language inflation. This also 
seems a bye-product of the war. Words which were ^ 
formerly impressive and worth while have been ^ 

tossed round in such profusion and with such disre- . 
gard of value, that they have become quite meaning- w j| 
less. lrK 

It has been suggested that the rationing of words 
might be a very good idea in bringing back language 
to the dependability and worth of a few decades ago. 

This need not interfere in the least with the much " 1 
cherished freedom of speech. You’d be free to say 
what you like but you’d have to use fewer words to set 
say it. Most of the brain-buzzing and irritation of I’a 
the present day is the result of too much language. bet 
Old timers tell that in the early days any new ter 

arrival in thus country who could read and write 
with ease, was viewed with suspicion, and perhaps * ln 
with good reason. But our real retrogression start¬ 
ed before that. If began jn that far-off period when tht 

man first evolved language. We should right-about- Th 

face and progress backward to dependence on a few tro 


basic signs as sole means of communication. We’ll 
b: happier and more peaceful that way. 

Theie are great possibilities in a plan of ration 
books for words, issued on quarterly basis. No dis¬ 
crimination should be perm.tted in the size of ra¬ 
tion bodies. People with something important to 
say will get it said all right, but by conservation 
they will make 100 words do the work of the pres¬ 
ent 50,000. Those who were formerly not encour¬ 
aged to talk will have an even chance with spellbind¬ 
ers, public speechmakers and radio pluggers. 

Under the cloak of free speech, what crimes of 
falsity and confusion have been perpetrated. It is 
time to call a halt. Language henceforth should be 
exalted to the dignity of something precious and 
rare, a direct, and potent instrument. 

Consider certain quite superficial benefits. Lodge 
meetings, service clubs, bridge parties will snap 
through with no waste time. Meals will be on the 
dot, and folks will be on hand to eat them. When 
Junior has to check in at midnight you will tell him 
in five words more effectively than your present 5000 
Phone chats will be cut 95%. Only vital news will be 
broadcast (kidneys, complexions, livers and soap 
will have to go unprocla'med).

Naturally the wise man will be the one who con¬ 
serves his allotment until everyone else’s is used up. 
Parliamentarians will be in the greatest predicament 
because of all people they seem most lost in a wel¬ 
ter of words. But what a joy it will be to read the 
stark pages of Hansard after word rationing comes 
> in 

There is no doubt that tuch restriction would raise 
the general standard of keenness and intelligence. 
The tongue, as we have learned to use it, is a 
troublesome organ.

The Labor government of Bri¬ 
tain is better by far than that 
one which wields power in the 
United States. The former was 
elected by the people as a whole; 
the latter usurped its power in 
the same way as the Nazis in 
Germany or the Fascists in Italy. 
The Labor government in the U. 
S. has too many Presidents, none 
of them elected constitutionally. 
They were not bad so long as 
they fought among themselves, 
but united, they are a real menace 
to freedom and peace unless the 
Republicaas join now with the 
Democrats to thwart them. 

King William the Third, was 
up against the same proposition 
as President Truman is now. His 
father-in-law James the Second 
was determined to be a martyr, 
“and I” said William, “am just as 
determined he shant be."

why his cell is cold, the prison 
cheerless, and also why they are 
unable to bring him hot tea or 
hot soup, or hot tamales. This 
sentence is long but he can have 


it reduced by sending back to 
work the hirelings whom he does 
not hire or pay, but who, ironi¬ 
cally enough, hire and pay Him. 

Labor men who declare that 
there is one law for the rich and 
one for the poor can help prove 
their point by showing how gin¬ 
gerly the law respecting con¬ 
tempt of court, was administered 
in the ease of John L. Lewis. If' 
he were a poor, uninfluential citi¬ 
zen, do you suppose he would be 
handled so tenderly ? 

And those agitators who ful¬ 
minate against the tycoons who 
exploit the toiling masses, who 
do they think’ the tycoons are 
who now exploit not only the 
toiling masses, but also the greni 
er mass of goods-consumers ? 

What would those toiling mas¬ 
ses say if they had been driven 
out of toil by their employers or 
the government or by any politi¬ 
cal party? Who would have 
dreamed that it was those who 
had been clamoring for social se¬ 
curity who now would lead mil¬ 
lions of people out of their jobs 
and drive many more millions in¬ 
to fear of death from cold or 
starvation ? 

The result of Lewis’s recon¬ 
ciliation with the A.F.L. reminds 
us that he recently paid a visit to 
Canadian coal areas. Not without 
prearrangement did Wiliam 
Green of the A.F.L. join with 
him in defiance of the govern¬ 
ment. The set-up and staging 
show all the earmarks of plan¬ 
ning—a word that advanced 
thinkers use to confound us or¬ 
dinary reactionaries. 

The miners’ leader flew into a 
rage because some newsphoto 
men tried to take snapshots of 
him. When he gets angry at 
that he should be more tolerant 
of others who get mad at being 


thrown out of employment on his 
account, and of others who may 
be peeved at, the prospect of be¬ 
ing frozen or starved to death.

Day and Night Service 


For some time the Financial 
l’ost has been calling attention to 
the growing migration from Can¬ 
ada to United States, with appli¬ 
cations swamping consular offices. 

In the Oct. 26 issue, the Post 
stresses the most alarming fea¬ 
ture, which is the loss of a stead¬ 
ily increas'ng number of youn~ 
people of manage! ial and profes- 
sionaj'vwhility. “Almost all those 
migrating today are white collar 
workers, and of these one-third 
are the cream of Canada’s young 
businessmen and technical experts. 
In the last four years visas grant¬ 
ed native Canadians have jumped 
four-fold and the biggest single 
group is the expert class.” 

A rough breakdown of those 
grante i visas for the year ending 
June 30, 1946 shows 2,636 profe* 
-siona! people; 2,162 clercal work¬ 
ers; 1.607 '■killed workers; 2,321 
semi-skilled and unskilled. In ad¬ 
dition there were 9,661 other visas 
representing dependents of these 
workers. 

“Reasons given for the rising 
exodus of Canadian executives and 
white collar worker's are removal 
of war-time exit restrictions by 
Cenada and the rigidity of Cana¬ 
dian salary ceilings. White collar 
workers are now freely admitted 
across the border, but there is a 
Canadian qualification in move¬ 
ment of nurses and engineers. But 
since 1921 Unted States has barr¬ 
ed manual laborers.

Tagging of Big 
Game by Hunter 


An innovation in this year’s big 
game laws ,is that every holder of 
a liceqse for big game will be sup¬ 
plied with a metal tag for every 
species of animal that may be law¬ 
fully taken under that license. He 
must after killing his game attach 
to the carcass the proper tag. This 
must remain securely attached un¬ 
til the said animal has been con¬ 
veyed to the residence of the licen¬ 
see. The licensee must retain the 
tag in his possession until the ani; 
mal has been consumed. Or in 
case of a non-resident the tag must 
be securely fixed until it has been 
inspected by \game officer or con¬ 
stable. Every tag carries a serial 
number and is stamped with the 
animal for which it is to be used, 
and these tags are not interchange 
able. They are valid only for the 
season for which they are issued 


and all unused tags must bo re¬ 
turned to the department. Any car¬ 
cass found without a valid tag af¬ 
fixed will he liable to confiscation.

From 8 to 22 percent of all gen¬ 
eral hospital or clinic patients 
show chest disease on routine ad¬ 
mission chest X-ray, according to 
C_ Kobert Dickey, general secre¬ 
tary of the Alberta Tuberculosis 
Association. 

This percentage of finding is 
higher than that of routine blood 
count, urine analysis and blood 
serology, which are now generally 
accepted as routine adnvssion pro¬ 
cedures. 

Mr. Dickey pointed out that 
rqutine chest X-ray would mean 
frequent and rapid diagnosis of 
early disease; save time and ex¬ 
pense for patient, hospital and 
staff; raise the quality of diag¬ 
nostic service rendered; lessen the 
danger of diagnostic oversight 
and protect nurses and other staffs 
from unsuspected sources of infec¬ 
tion. 

$3,000 has been placed at the 
disposal of Calgary General and 
Edmonton Royal Alexandra hospi¬ 
tals, both of which have ordered 
special equipment to commence the 
practice. Mr. Dickey said that the

Harassed dealers esti¬ 
mate there are 60,000 people in the 
Toronto district alone who’d like 
tb buy a used car. 

The result has been fantastic 
prices and fantastic deals. Used 
cars advertised in the first editions 
of the afternoon paper are sold by 
1.30. One would-be buyer follower 
up 15 advertisements as soon as 
he got off work. Every car had 
been sold hours earlier. A Toron¬ 
to dealer travelled 1,100 miles on 
the Toronto-Ottawa-Montreal cir¬ 
cuit, looking for used cars. His 
journey cost him $300, and turned 
up exactly one car—vintage 1940. 

Returned men who sold their 
cars around 1942, when gasoline 
and rubber rationing sent prices to 
the bottom, find the same models 
four years older and several hun¬ 
dred dollars more expensive. 1935 
Ford de luxe sedan was sold pri¬ 
vately at that time for $150 cash 
after dealers had refused to touch 
it. Today the same car brings 
$336 in a legal sale and as much 
as $500 in a private over-ceiling 
deal.

Empty Alaskan larders were re¬ 
stocked as trucks rolled north on 
the 1700 mile Alaska highway with 
flour and other necessary foods. 

Out of 6,940 X-ray examinations 
in Calgary, only 55 cases of prob¬ 
able T.B. were found. 


Shipping fever brings losses 
which stockmen wish to avoid. It 
is well known that calves suffer to 
a much greater extent from the 
ravages of shipping fever than do 
yearings or two-year-old cattle. 

The length of time over which 
cattle are shipped seems to have a 
definite bearing on their suscepti¬ 
bility to the disease. Apparently 
transit through changing tempera¬ 
tures has an effect and as this 
shipping period is prolonged, the 
outbreaks are invariably worse. 

Often cattle which seem to be 
healthy are apparently carriers of 
the disease. When unloaded, they 
immediately infect the herd at 
home and cause losses there, while 
apparently enjoying immunity 
themselves. 

Where range cattle are brought 
to farms the least trouble is us¬ 
ually found when these cattle are 
left outside after their arrival. 
Some of the worst outbreaks have 
been found at farms where range 
cattle, accustomed to being outside 
all their lives were enclosed in a 
barn. 

Different precautions can be 
t:ken, two well known treatments 
tan be used. The sample expedient 
of employing a veterinarian to 
treat the animals at point of ship¬ 
ment is cheap insurance indeed. 
Animals can be vaccinated against 
th» ravages of this shipping fever 
if the vaccination is made about 
two weeks before shipment. 

In many cases, particularly 
where animals are purchased at 
sales, it is not practical to hold 
them for such a long period . of 
time. Immediate shipments, how¬ 
ever, can he adequately protected 
by inoculating with agression. This 
assures protection for a period of 
10 to 14 days and will more than 
adequately cover any normal ship¬ 
ping period.

B. 8. {Hansell, M. P., was the 
guest speaker at a Social Credit 
convention held in the Credit Un¬ 
ion hall, Monday afternoon. Unfor¬ 
tunately Mr. Hansell was very late 
in his arrival, owing to travel dif¬ 
ficulties, anil quite a number of 
those in attendance had left the 
hc.ll, thinking he was unable to 
make it. However an informal 
meeting was held in which the 
guest speaker outlined certain high 
| points of legislat'on in the last 
federal session. 

Ivan Casey, M.L.A. presided, and 
one of the matters introduced for 
discussion was the possibility of 
the provincial government re-en¬ 
tering the income tax field. Mr. 
Casey pointed out tjiat the Domin¬ 
ion government had invaded the 
main fields of taxation of the pro¬ 
vincial governments. The 3 cent 
federal gas tax is one example of 
a source of revenue which it is felt 
should be left solely to the prov¬ 
ince. This double taxation is apt 
to result in a drying up at the 
source, with diminishing returns to 
the provincial government which 
depends so largely on this revenue. 
Returns from gas, liquor and mo¬ 
tor license taxes account for about 
one-half of the entire provincial 
revenue, and the federal govern¬ 
ment high-handedly entered such 
fields during the war and is un¬ 
likely to withdraw. 

It was realized however, that the 
heavy federal tax on income must 
carry responsibility as a main fac¬ 
tor in killing production and hold¬ 
ing up legitimate enterprise and 
natural expansion. What would be 
the result of a further provincial 
income tax is hard to predict. Sev¬ 
eral in the audience gave their 
personal experience of halted pro¬ 
duction in order to avoid the bur¬ 
densome demands of Mr. Ilsley. 

Mr. Hansell exemplified also by 
the absentee'sm which prevails in 
the coal mining industry, because 
an extra day’s work may carry the 
worker into a higher bracket which 
cuts into his “take home pay.” It is 
not worth his while to work extra 
because the government takes a 
proportionately larger slice. 

Federal Legislat'on 
The gue&t speaker turning to 
federal matters, spoke of the tax¬ 
ation of co-operatives and the final 
outcome which seems to promise a 
fairly reasonable settlement. He 
spoke of the representations made 
by the heads of co-operatives as a 
powerful factor in ironing out the 
n.ost contentious points. “Almost 
ineyitab'y” he added, “legislation 
of this nature is difficult. What be¬ 
comes an advantage to one is a dis¬ 
advantage to another. As a repre¬ 
sentative of this district at Ottawa 
I would like to remind the elector¬ 
ate that I am in parliament to 
ctrry out their wishes. If constit¬ 
uents want anything they should 
write and so inform me. The 
trouble is people often do not ex¬ 
press their opinions on any given 
subject till it is too late for action. 

A special committee on labor re¬ 
lit ions was set up last session and 
seems to be working toward uni¬ 
formity in labor laws, under pro¬ 
vincial administration. Labor or¬ 
ganizations that are ..constantly 
alter the Dominion government, 
seem to be only semi-conscious of 
the fact that labor is a matter of 
civil rights Tortiing under provin¬ 
cial jurisdiction. 

The Citizenship bill passed at 
last session met with general ap-

Machinery of Dictatorship 
The speaker said that he had 
opposed the C.B.C. bill which I 
threatened to build in Canada a 
ladio monopoly instituted by the 
government. Though it is claimed 
it is not government-controlled, 
there is government appointment 
of the board of governors. 

“Radio” sa : d Mr. Hansell, “is 
the biggest medium of propaganda 
proved So by dictator countries. 
When once the radio is centralizeu 
in a few hands, all you need are a 
few men with like views holding 
key positions. Such a setup could 
he a great source of danger in the 
wrong hands.” 

Without implying any “will-to- 
pi wer” of the present government, 
the speaker warned that this coun¬ 
try had machinery established for 
a dictatorship. If a government 
aiming at dictatorship gained con¬ 
trol, there is already in operation 
the C.B.C., the National Film 
Board and the Bureau of Public 
Information. “If these agencies 
did not already exist” he said, 
“they would be the first things to 
be set up by a dictatorship. They 
are already here.”
